and the red part underneath will change to a dark colour : 
in order to cultivate them, open the ground about the roots 
of the mujhrooms , where you will find the earth very often full 
of fmall white knobs, which are the off-fets or young mujhrooms ; 
thefe (liquid be carefully gathered, preferving them in lumps 
with the earth about them, and planted in hot beds.

MUSK. n. f. [ mufchio , Italian; mujc, Fr?] ^ 

Mujk is a dry, light and friable fubdance of a dark blackifh 
colour, with fome tinge of a purplilh or blood colour ink 
feeling fome what lmooth or unduous : its fmell is highly per’ 
fumed, and too drong to be agreeable in any large quantity- 
its tade is bitteridi: it is brought from the Eafl Indies, mo % 
from the kingdom of Bantam, fome from Tonquin and Co! 
chin China : the animal which produces it is of a very f in ' 
gular kind, not agreeing with - any edabliflied genus : it i s 0 f 
the fize of a common goat but taller ; its head refembles that 
of the greyhound, and its ears dand eredt like thofe of the 
rabbit: its tail is alfo ereft and (hort, its legs moderately 
long, and its hoofs deeply cloven : its hair is a dufky brown 
variegated with a faint cad of red and white, every hair bein* 
partycoloured : the bag which contains the mufk, is three 
inches long and two wide, and fituated in the lower part of 
the creature’s belly ; it confids of a thin membrane covered 
thinly with hair, refembling a fmall purfe, and when genuine 
the fcent is fo drong as to offend the head greatly: toward 
the orifice of the bag there are feveral glands, which ferve 
for the fecretion of this precious perfume, for the fake of 
which the Indians kill the animal. Hill,

end in a fungous horn, containing the like feeds. To thefe 
marks mud be added, an acrid burning tade, peculiar to 
mudard. Miller.
